London, August 18.—Lisbon is suffering 
from an epidemic of hydrophobia. 

In consequence of the terrible heat and 
the scarcity of water, a great number Of 
the cats and dogs in the city have gone 
mad. Many persons have been bitten, 
and the Pasteur institute is full of 
patients. 

During the past few days 123 mad dogs 
and cats have been killed in the streets. 

Officials from the municipal 
bureau, armed with revolvers, can 
seen hunting the animals through 
doors for fear they will be bitten. Dogs 
and cats are killed on sight. 

A party of German tourists landed here 
yesterday from an excursion steamer. 
Several members of the party were bit- 
ten by a mad dog before they had. been 
in the city two hours, and they were 
taken immediately to the institute.

If you should ask a hundred French 
young matrons what was tha first favor 
they asked of their husbands after mar- 
riage eighty-five of them would answer: 

“TJ gent him out to buy me a crimping 
fron !’’ 

Indeed, most French brides on the trip 
back from the church stop the carriage 
in front of a hair dresser’s and send in 
their new-made husband to buy the long- 
desired article. 

You see, it is tha permanent, long- 
standing grievance of the French young 
girl. Her mother will not let her touch 
hot iron to her beautiful hafr—doubtless 
beautiful very much for this reason. 
Therefore fust as crimping frons are a 
sign of marriage, so {fs marriagé a sign 
of indenendence. 

Now you see some of the cunning de- 
tails worke@® up by the wisdom of long 
generations of French mothers to make 
their choice of a husband for thelr 
daughter palatable’ Before marriage the 
French girl ts a poor little Cinderella. 
After marriage she is rich In dress, in 
jewels, mistress of an establishment and | 
gloriously free to lift her head and look 
about! 

The ceremony that marks off the great 
change is the last of a number of !m- 
pressive acts—all of which dignify the 
married state, fill young folks with their 
own importance and cast glamour on 
their proposed adventure. 

Before the banns can be published, the 
written consent of both sides’ parents 
must make part of an important dossier 
for the mayor of, the ware of the girl's 
mother. Into this dossier must also giv 
a certificate of six months” residence for 
party, the birth certificate of each, 
the youth's certificate of performed mill- 
tary service, certificare of a notary 
that he has in deposit the marriage con- 
tract—lacking which a declaration of the 
young folks and thetir parents that they 
marry “in community ef goods” or “with 
separate estates’’—all legalized by the 
civil tribunal of the ward. 

The marriage contract has to do with 
property; although !{t may contain queer 
stipulations, such as not to force tlh@ 
bride to quit France, to continually love 
and cherished the bride’s mother, and 
there is a quite recent case ig which the 
bridegroom, in the marriage contract, 
conceded a constitutional repugnance of 
the bride for cheese of any sort—and 
bound himself never to ret !t appear on 
their table. . 

This sort of thing helps French girls 
to start married life courageously. Their 
marriage portion may be handed over 
to their husband, or he will get a power 
of attorney from her in the first month, 
but she knows the law gives her an ipso 
facto mortgage on all the man’s proper- 
ty, for the securing of her dot. And now, 
instead of one, she has two marriages. 

This fact depends upon French politics.

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TOMBS OF ENGLISH KINGS 
IN FRENCH CONVICT PRISON 
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Specfal Cable. 
ARIS, August 18.—After all, the 
tombs of the great Plantagenets 

Richard Coeur-de-Lion and He ry 
II will remain undisturbed in ihe dead 
kings’ native Anjou. There has been 
much talk recently of the tombs, ara 
the remains of their occupants being r- 
moved to Westminster Abbey In London, 
but the British ambassador here has just 
announced that the British government 
will take no steps In the matter. 

So the Plantagenets, who have lata tn 
the abbey of Fontevrault for over seven 
hundred years, will probably rest there 
in peace till the crack of doom. They 
have only once been disturbed. This 
was during the revolution, when the 
“Redeaps” tried to stamp out all traces 
of kines and kingdoms, and despolled the 
tombs and molested the. kingly ashes. 
Jn {816 Stothard, the traveler, discoy- 
ered the royal tombstones fn the cellars 
of the ola and famous abbey, and shu1!- 
ly afterwards the tombs were restored. 

When France turned the abbey Into a 
convict prison, England wanted to move 
the royal tombs to Westminster abbey 
but France's opposition was great. Poth 
kings were as much Frenc’: 4s English, 
was argued. In fact, nefther king coult 
speak English, only French. They gor- 


lish—were French fn famfly and fn birth, 
and lived almost exclusively in France.

In Brazi] there are almost as many 
Italians as Germans, and in the state of 
Sao Paulo alone they number 650,000. 
Many of them are engaged in coffee rais- 
ing and some in general farming. 

There ds a large floating Italian popu- 
lation in both Brazil and Argentina, This 
is made up of laborers who cross the At-

home year after year. The seasons are 
just reversed south of the equator, and 
this trip gives them a winter vacation, 
during which they can earn money and 
be back in Italy for the summer. A 
large part of this immigration is from 
lombardy, which contains about the 
best of the Italian population.

Everywhere our secretary of state goes 
he will find American money and Ameri- 
Can brains gradualy making their way.

At Rio the chief 
of the coffee exporters are Yankees and 
the same is true of Santos, the great 
coffee port further down the coast. 

Rich Americans in Uruguay. 

In Montevideo, two of the richest cit{- 
zens have Yankee blood in their veins. 
One is &@ man named Howam, who made 
@ fortune out of hides and merchandis- 
ing, and the other is an ald sea captain 
named Evans, who did a big lighterage 
business at Montevideo, and who is now 
said to be worth millions. He has one 
of the finest suburban estates on the 
outskirts of ‘Montevideo and he will 
probably entertain Secretary Root dur- 
ing his stay. 

In Buenos Ayres there are a number of 
prominent Americans, and the same is 
true of Santiago and Valparaiso. One of 
the chief Americans of the latter city ig 
& man named McKellar, who was fornier- 
ly a pay clerk in the United States navy, 
and whoinow does the lighterage busi- 
ness of Chile’s chief port. 


Made Millions in Mines. 

Anothe~ American who has made a for- 
tune in «-hile is George B. Chace, who 
went there from California about forty 
years ago. He started out with nothing, 
and for a time worked in the nitrate 
beds. He gradually learned Spanish, and 
then went out to prospect for mines. 
One day while talking to an old priest 
he learned of a wonderfu! silver property 
which had been worked by the Spaniards 
years ago, a part of its revenues being 
given to the priest. Chace asked to look 
at the church records, and there found 
the location of the mine described. He 
took a pick and followed the trail to the 
place. He dug away the brush and other 
vegetation down to the old trailings and 
found them rich enough to work. They 
furnished him enough capital to open up 
the old mine, and out of it he has since 
taken miilions.,I met Mr. Chace during 
my stay in Chile. He ig said to have all 
kinds of money and to keep a mililon or 
so on deposit in London in order to be 
sure of a steady income should anything 
happen in the way of revolutions or ip 
Similar vicissitudes common to South 
American republics.

Since coming to winter here the Misses 
Tyler have found so many antages in 
the community for the homé that they 
have decided to remain in Macon. ‘The 
farm from which they. came is now of- 
feréd for sale, plans are being made to 
raise ten thousand dollars fora new 
building to meet the needs of the insti- 
tution, and Macon and the entire com- 
munity have become widely interested in 
the purposes of thesé women, A charter

Tyler and the friends of. this institution 
will proceed with the plan to secure the 
funds with which to build. 

Although crowded, the entire family 
ef children, the oldest being about the 
age of 3 years, have every comfort that 
could e provided by a mother posses- 
sing the Christian tenderness of Miss 
Bettie Tyler and her sister.

HARGETT WAS INSULTED 
BY AN EDUCATED NEGRO 
In 190!, Mr. Hargett was overseer on 
a Louisiana plantation. One day he had 
occasion to go to another parish to 
prosecute a negro on the charge of 
murdering another colored man at Mr. 
Hargett’s levee camp, the circumstances 
being such that he felt it his moral duty 
to see that the negro was properly prose- 
cuted. While waiting at the railway sta- 
tion for the train at a late hour at inght 
he was insulted by an educated negro, 
who made an exceedingly offensive re- 
mark. He quickly it, and 
started towards the negro to punish 
him. The negro came running towards 
him. and the two clinched. The negro 
struck him with some instrument, caught 
him by his throat, and began forcing 
him backward. Mr. Hargett got out his 
knife, and cut the other’s throat just as 
the two were falling, the negro on top. 
The negro expifed almost the moment 
they struck the ground—dying with his 
teeth imbedded in the white man’s cheek, 
having bit him just as they were falling. 
The scar is in Mr. Hargett’s cheek to 
this day. 
HE WAS ARRAIGNED 
BEFORE HYBRID JURY 
A case was duly made against Mr, 
Hargett, charging him with murder, In 
the meantime friends in Georgia heard 
of the circumstances, and letters ‘were 
written by Georgia congressmen and sen- 
ators, and others, urging that the Louis- 
fana authorities give him a fair trial, 
and see that every facility be given 
“him to bring out the facts in the case, 
end make clear his defense. ~ 
He was indicted by a grand jury, on 
which negroes served, according to his 
information. When he was arraigned in 
court, the jury, which he was to face, 
_gnd which was to pass on his life and 
liberty, was composed of negroes. In 
Louisiana, as ig becoming the case in 
Georgia, education is a passion with the 
negroes, and great numbers of them 
qualify to serve as jurors. The fact 
that half this jury were colored men was 
mo extrwaordinary circumstance, but a 
perfectly normal condition and excited 
no comment. To a Georgian, however, a 
native of a state, which has eliminated 


by legal methods the negro from both!

DIRECTED BY THE JUDGE 

The solicitor general announced to the 
court that he would like to nol pros the 
ease. He afterward saii that he did this 
because he did not think Mr. Hargett 
should be convicted, and that the negroes 
on the jury would have he out for 
days, the inevitable result being either a 
gonviction or a mistrial. 

The attorney for Mr. Hargett wes not 
satisfied that the matter take this course, 
as he wished a complete vindication of 
his client. 

The judge accordingly directed a ver- 
dict of “not guilty,” and the foreman 
of the jury signed a verdict to that ef- 
fect.

“There is a negro school house on prac- 
tically every plantation in Louisiana,” 
says Mr. Hargett.

Other cities 
are doing much in the same direction, 
Boston still remains the lealing ex- 
ponent of what has been well described 
as municipal socialism, limited, as con- 
trasted with muhicipal socialism, unlim- 
ownership 
which seeks to einbark a city on a!l kinds 
of enterprise usually conducted under 
private owner$hip. 

While the kind of municipal enterprise 
adopted in Boston yields no direct return 
in money, it is regarded as highly prof- 
itable because of the better health and 


greater content of the people—which is 


no. mean municipal asset—and in the con- 
sequent decrease in the cost of operating 
hospitals, oourts and. reformatory insti- 
tutions. The development of the public 
baths and gymnasia, for example, ha 
been followed by a decrease in the 
number of juvenile arrests... The sum 
mer attendance at the best known o 
the baths counts up to nearly 1,000,0¢ 
bathers;-ang the total attendance of ai 
of them now’ reaches a yearly figure o 
nearly 3,000,000. Some of the batr

Gymnasium Facilities. 

Many of the baths are provided with 
gymnasium facilities, and, day after 
day, are thronged with alternate classes 
of men and women of all ages, work- 
ing under the supervision of trained phy- 
sical earectors. Free swimming lessons, 
free gymnastic lessons amd free medi- 
cal advice are part of the system, and 
the gymnasia are naturally centers for 
crusades against unhygienic principles in 
general and in particular against such 
specific dangers in a great modern city 
as tuberculosis or other diseases arising 
from necessarily crowded conditions. 
Athletic competition or anything savor- 
ing of professionalism is discouraged in 
favor of normal, healthy development. 
More than that, the baths are truly 
democratic. The dappeal not to a single 
class, but to all classes, and the people 
who patronize them come from all parts 
of the city. 

In its endeavors to promote the 
health and happiness of its people the 
city has .added to its park system until 
it is one of the most extensive in the 
world. From a meagre 46 acres, in 
1869, it has grown until it includes to- 
day about 2,354 acres. These parks, 
managed by the city for the use of its 
citizens, are closely connected with the 
9,000 and more acres of parks and re- 
servations linked together by about 17 
miles of parkways and managed by a 
metropolitan park commission acting 
in behalf of the people in the immedi- 
ately surrounding communities. The 
fame of the parks is worldwide among 
persons interested in the improvement 
of cities and the betterment of dally 
living under the stress of modern con- 
gestion of population. 

Few outsiders and, for that matter, not 
all Bostonians know how fully the park 
system enters into the life of the people, 
The splendid outlying sections such as 
the once marshy and unhealthy Back 
Bay Fens, beautified by Frederick Law 
Olmsted, are often enough visited, but 
open spaces as the great North End 
playground, to take a single. noteworthy 
example, are infrequently noticed. Yet 
one of the most interesting phases of the 
development of the park system is the 
availability of these pleasure grounds. 
There is no part of modern Boston in 
which some part of the system may not 
be reached by a few minutes’ walk. Like 
thé baths and gymnasia, the parks are 
literally maintained by all the people, 
rich and poor alike, for all the people. 

City Maintains a Band. 

Going a step further the city maintains 
a municipal band of forty-six pieces. 
Concerts are held in the open air in sum- 
mer, Bometimes by the ful] band and at 
others by two bands of twenty-three 
pleces each, this being about the usual 
size of the typical band. In winter a 
similar series of concerts is given by the 
municipal orchestra in school houses and 
halls. Inaugurated some eight years ago 
as an experiment the importance of this 
municipal music hag steadily increased. 
Last yéar, for example, there were. thir- 
ty-six summer and twenty-four winter 
eoneerts at a total cost of something 


nore than $15,000. 
The municipal band does not neces- 


sarily play in ragtime or repeat the 
strains of the latest so-called musica! 
somedy. Something of the character 
of these free concerts may be hinted by

Free music, of course, is 
by no means unique, and the present 
municipal expenditure in Boston is less 
than in either New York or Chicago, 
but the large amount given for the 
small sum appropriated is an interest- 
ing !llustration of the excellent. busi- 
ness management that characterizes 
this form of municipal socialism in the 
Bay State city. 


City Ferry a Failure. 

While the Boston city fathers have 
been bullding baths and gymnasia, lay- 
ing out parks and running a band, theg 
have also made some excursions into 
the, realm of ordinary business  enter- 
prise, buz¢ it is noticeable that when the 
city has attempted to do things which 
are ordinarily left to private enterprise 
it has met with dismal failure. Boston 
has been in the ferry business bet wean 
the city proper and  Noddle ‘Island, 
otherwise known as East Boston, since 
late in the fifties, but only in one year 
has the line escaped a deficit; and that 
remarkable escape, according to one of 
the former mayors, Hon, Thomas N. 
Hart, was apparently due to non-pay- 
ment of bills. In contrast with this fi- 
nancial exhibit is the showing made by 
the ferry line running from Boston to 
Chelsea, the oldest service of its kind 
in the country, which has been a Ssile- 
cess under private control ever since its 


establishment by .the pioneer Puritans, 
275 years ago. Since the opening of 
the East Boston tunnel, which accom- 
modates the fast trolley lines of the 
Elevateaq road, the sty ferry has been 
more unprofitable than ever, earning 
barely enough to pay the $3,500 salary 
of its deputy superintendent, not to 
mention the interest on capital invested 
and the : bills due to depreciation of 
equipment. 

Still another example of Boston's fail- 
ure to make a success of business enter- 
prises is the municipal printing plant, 
established about a decade ago during

The finest 
buildings of the town, government house, 
hotels and public offices were completely 
wrecked. 

From Santiago to the Andes every

The shock is supposed to have been 
caused ‘by the eruption of a volcanc near 
Junin, Los Andes.

through its chief, is responsible to the 
county board. Is it right then for the 
county policemen to devote a considera- 
ble portion of their time, as I am re-

their entire time to that work, I, as one

If he succeeds in being elected to both 
of them the laws of Georgia will prevent 
him from holding both.

“As to the second charge, I have but 
to say the files of the public press will 
show that I announced before the April 
primary that in event of a vacancy in 
the county treasurer’s office, I would 
be a candidate for that position.

The new gas company franchise ordin- 
ance will go to council] tomorrow, how- 
ever, with a favorable report, that part 
of the ordinance requiring an income tax 
having been stricken, with the provision 
that it becomes operative whenever the 
old gas company shall be required to 
pay a similar tax. 

The meat regulation ordinance will 
probably provoke considerable discussion. 
It is quite likely tha; the offer of W. H, 
White, Jr., J. J. McLendon, and others, 
to build a public abattoir, will ‘be read 
to council.

The Robber-Fly. 
(From The Virginian Pilot.) 

Were all the insect pirates gathered 
into an army of aggression, probably 
the leadership would be voted to the 
daring robber-fiy, or asilus. This little 
ruffian is not very formidable itn appear- 
ance, although some of the sguthern 
species grow to qa length of more than 
2 inches. In northern climes the robber- 
fly is usually about one-fourth of an 
inch long. , 

Several species make up the depraved | 
family. Some are entirely black, others! 
brown and gray, still others of a dui! 
yellow, while g@ few present a _ varie- 
gated black and yellow, like some mem- 
bers of the wasp tribe. 

Perhaps the resemblance has some- 
thing to do with the bloodthirsty nature 
of the asilus, as it doés not hesitate to 
attack a wasp more than it would an 
ordinary house fly, and usually it comes 
off victor in the struggle. 

It seems strange that the wasp cannot 
make a successful defense against an 
antagonist no larger than itself. The 
asilus, however, is well equipped for pi- 
ratical attacks. Its wings are powerful, 
its legs long and muscular, and it is 
armed with a lengthy, keen = sword, 
which it. uses with the skill of a master 
of fence. 

Seeing a wasp busy feeding, the insect 
assassin quickly pounces upon its back: 
With its long legs it is able to hold the 
struggling wasp far enough away to be 
out of danger of its sting, while it 
speedily prods the helpless victim ta 
death with its rapier proboscis. 

A different ending is given the story of 

the “spider and the fily’’ when the rob- 
ber-fly walks boldly and without invita- 
tion into the parlor of the spider. Not 
only does this fly have no fear of the 
arch enemy of its race, but actually 
seeks out and attacks him whenever it 
can. He appears to be particularly fond 
of” spider venison. 
This probably ts the only member of 
the fiy tribe that the spider holds in 
fear. When it notices the asilus in its 
neighborhood it quickly seeks cover. 
Generally it is too late; the keen-eyed ;

Child Illiteracy in Georgia. 

The illiteracy of the children from ten 
to fourteen in any state or country is 
generally regarded as the most important 
index of that state or coyntry’s educa- 
tional advantages and of the extent to 
which those advantages are being used. 


No other set of figures so clearly reveal - 


the strength of public opinion favoring 
education. On no other class of the pop- 
ulation doeg the literacy of illiteracy of 
a state so completely depend for the fu- 
ture as en this class—the echildren. of 
school age. 

The ohildren threughout the United 
States in, 1900 averaged for this age 
7.1 per cent illiterates; an Georgia by the 
same census they were 22.7 per cent illit- 
erate—that is, Georgia had over three 
times the average for the United States 
as a whole. 

Nebraska, the state with the smallest 
per cent of child illiteracy, had only 0.3 
per cent’ of such illiteracy, Missachu- 
Setts had but .67 per cent—that is, Geor- 
gia'’s illiteracy among her children was 
34 times as high as rtnar of Massachu- 
setts and 67 times that of Nébraska.

Anthony Overman. 
Miriam Michelson’s novel, “Anthony 
Overman,” which has just been brought 
out by Doubleday, Page & Ce., 1s the 
most serious and artistic work so far of 
this ‘ori:liant young Califernia author. 
Love, journalism, religion and union labor 
figure in this very absorbing story. The 
hero, whose name gives the> book its 
title, is a dreamer who lives in @ 
mountain retreat, where, he has estab- 
lishred an altruistic community. A clever 
San Francisco newspaper woman writes 
a sensantional article abou him.

The great Mississippi river, which some 
of the planters of Mississippi, Alabama 
and Georgia have hoped would stand as 
& barrier and hold the weeyi] in the old 
Louisiana territory, will not for one min- 
ute stop the flight of the weevil. Rather 
on the contrary it may slightly accelerate 
its progress. Investigation by the crop 
pest commission has shown that the wee- 
vil thas at times flown over bodies of 
water as much as fifteen miles in width 
and the Mississippi river ik, at one point 
where the weevils wil] cToss, over a mile 
in width. 


On the Way to Georgia. 
‘ Into the state of Mississippi this year 
at the close of the season, five years 
to cross the state of Mississippi, and an- 
other five years to cover the cotton flelds 
of Alabama and get into the state of 
Georgia, is the calculation that the ento- 
mologists make on the progress of the 
weevil after it gets across the (Mississipm 
river this fali. Irs getting into the state 
of Georgia within ten years is, of course,

pest, except that it was a deadly enemy 
of the cotton crop, and where it came 
the cotton crop was as completely lost 
as if % had been wkhered by a blight- 
ing touch.

This discovery was made in 1904 
and showed that the weevil was capable 
of a continued flight of {5 miles or more.

It also put and end to the effort J.ouls- 
liana was making in 1904, when the 
weevil first appedred, +o cestroy it by 
buying up all the infested fields and de- 
stroying the cotton. 

The weevils ¢an be destroved 
way. The state can alse. It 
bankrupted Louisiana to have kept up the 
plan of buying and destroying all the 
cotton fields in whieh tne weevils were 
found, as a means of cestroying§ the 
pest. The discovery of tne migratory 
flight prevented the state from expend- 
ing thousands of dollars in such a usre- 
less attempt to stop the progress of the 
weevl] eastward. 

That the weevil can be stamped out by 
this methed when It appears in trolated 
places has been demonstrated in Louis- 
lana, when the pest was discovered in 
the experiment station fields at Audubon 
Park in 903. The infestation was en-

Robbed of Its Terrors. ¥ 
advent of the pest is now looked 
as a plague. It has been robbed 
of its terrors by what is known as the 
“cultural method.”’ The cultural method 
is simply the application of up-to-date 
scientific principles in the growing of 
the cotton crop. It means the selection 
of an early ripening cotton to begin 
with; the use of the right kind of fer- 
tilizer, thorough preparation of the soil, 
and intensive cultivation of the soil. 
which will hasten the maturity of the 
oo 

That, in spite of the weevil, cotton can 
be raised by this method, has been ad- 
vorated by the commission in western 
Loutsiana the past two years, where the 
weevils are the thickest. 

There, where farmers have adopted the 
cultural method, in spite of the. insect 
were raised last year crops of cotton 
above the average ever made before the 
weevil came. 

This intense cultivation 
lowed by the destruction 
ton stalks in the early fall. The weevil 
goes into its hibernation with the first 
cold weather, and If it retires for the 
winter well fed it stands a much better 
chance of surviving until the following 
spring. If the cotton stalks are de- 
stroved early in the fall, and its food 
supply, young leaves, squares anqd_ bolls, 
taken away, it is much less apt to come 
forth the next spring to begin its. at- 
tack on the new cotton, For this rea- 
son the crop pest commission is advo- 
cating to the planters that they allow 
the caterpillars or leaf worms to live 
during the months of October and No- 
vember. The caterpillar, before the ad- 
vent of the> weevil, 1egarded as the 
greatest enemy that the cotton had, is 
now its practical friend. The-commission 
ddes not advocate allowing the cater- 
pillar to attack the cotton in the early 
spring and summer, 48 it makes very 
little difference to the planter whether 
iis crop is kilied by caterpillars or boll 
weevils, if it is killed; but no bolls or 
lint are ever formed after October Ist 
where ‘boll weevils are, and cotton that 
late in the season can only produce” 
food for the weevil, just at time when, 
if it is taken away from them, they 
will starve during the fall and winter. 

For this reason the crop pest com- 
mission advocated the non destruction 
of the caterpillar during the fall in 
order that. it might strip the cotton 
plant of its squares and follage. 

fhe burning of the grass off the cot- 
ton fields in the fall, and along the 
edges of the fields, has fleo proved a 
great factor in fighting the weevil. Hi- 
bernation experiments. conducted by the 
commission have shown that a grassy 
weedy field is the most favorable place 
for t weevil to spend the winter. An 
old rail fence, with its weed-worn cor- 
ners ang banks of leaves and rubbish, 
is also a favorable place for the weevils 
to hibernate during tne winter.
